Should the position be r. one vacant, thoro are a dozen or more 
applicants for such meagre salaries. Preference is usually given to a 
Party member. 

4* The salary of a kolkhoz worker who works in the fields is considerably 
lower. In carrying out the work required of him by hie supervisor, a 
kolkhoz worker cannot corn more than 6.50 rublo3 par day. Th$re 
arc only 200, or at tin maximum, 250 working days per year. 

5. A minimum of 350 rubles is necessary in order to live: 120 rubles for 
rent and heating and 150 rubles in crrdor to eat modestly* However, the

Those 
most poorly paid are the kolkhoz workers and political suspects* The latter 
have only one resort, this is to hu\ >:■ themselves hired as simple laborers 
far the Great Projects of Cammuni:-^ which are being carried on in Southern 
USSR and on the banks of the Volga; for this labor no certificate is
